Agricultural 
Trade Situation 

World food production in 1957-58 is 
expected to increase over the previous 
year. A near record bread-grain pro- 
duction is forecast estimated at 267 
million short tons, just slightly below 
the record 1956-57 crop of 27-1 million. 
tons. 

World production and trade in dairy 
products, which in 1957 is expected to 
reach the highest level recorded dur- 
ing the postwar years, is likely. to in- 
crease further in 1958. 

Supplies on world meat markets are 
expected to rise in 1958 with a sub- 
stantial increase in hog production. 
Beef production is also likely to in- 
crease in various exporting countries 
although the rate of growth will be 
smaller than in the previous year.

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Dairy Products 

Milk production in 1958 is expected 
‘to total 17.5 bililon pounds, slightly 
more than in 1957. Since the dairy 
herd in 1958 may be about the same 
size as in 1957, this production will be 
achieved through a slightly higher 
level of ‘output’ per cow, reflecting 
better and more intensive feeding! 
practices. 


It is likely that there will be in- 
creases in the utilization of milk for 
fluid use, ice cream and _ butter. 
Cheese production is expected to de- 
cline by one-quarter and the output 
of the major concentrated milk pro; 
ducts by lesser amounts. 


Eggs and Poultry 
®ee production in 1958 is not ex 
pected to differ greatly from the 1957 
level and egg prices are not likely to 
average any higher than in 1957. 

It is expected that marketings of all 
kinds of poultry meat in 1958 will ex- 
ceed the 1957 level. Prices in Canada 
will probably change little from the 
past year. 


Fruits and Vegetables 

The 1957 apple crop of 13.5 million 
bushels was 9 per cent above the 1956 
crop but one per cent below the 1950- 
54 average. The outlook for exports 
from this crop is favourable with total 
exports expected to exceed two sail 
lion bushels, \ 


Production of strawberries’ and 
raspberries is expected to increase in 
1958. Potato imports are expected to 


be lower because prices in the United 


States have exceeded those in Cana- 
da.. During 1958 the growth of the 
frozen fruit and vegetable industry 
is expected to continue, 
Seeds 

The situation in respect to foraga 
seeds indicates larger world supplies 
with resulting lower prices. From the 
jstandpoint of the seed growers in 
Canada, market prospects at at- 
tractive prices are not good, jOn the 
other hand, Canadian farmers should 
be able to purchase their seed re- 
quirements in 1958 at prices well 
under those prevailing in 1957 

The market in the United States is, 
quite strong for registered and certti+ 
fied wheat and oats and it is expected 
that surplus quantities will move

Ontario wheat producers were 
praised in a joint statement issued by 
the Ontario Federation of Agriculture 
and the United Co-operatives of 
Ontario for taking initiative in holds 
ing a yote on January 17th. 


The vote which is under the super- 
vision of the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture and the Government 
Marketing Board will decide whether 
producers want to have a marketing, 
“board. The plans provide for an an- 
nual negotiation of prices between 
Producers, processors and dealers, 

“Producers of wheat in Ontario 
should take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to express their opinion at the 
polls on January 17th,” the statement 
from the two province-wide farm or- 
ganizations urges. “Holding a vote 
is the democratic basis upon which 
all our marketing boards are estab- 
lished.” 

In seven Counties, Essex, Kent, 
Lambton, Middlesex, Elgin, Huron 
‘and Oxford, there must be a minimum 
of 51 per cent of the eligible voters 
cast a “yes’’ vote. In the remainder 
‘of the province, 51 per cent of those 
registering at the polling booth dur- 
ing the election must indicate their 
support of the plan.

BUTTER INDUSTRY 


Dairy specialist, D. B. Goodwillie 
told the Ontario Creamerymen’s As- 
sociation at their annual convention, 
in Toronto, that the future of the 
butter industry in Canada will depend 
to a large extent on how those engag- 
ed adjust to the ever changing condi- 
tions both in production and market- 
ing. Mr. Goodwillie is Head of the 
Merchandising Section of the Dairy 
Products Division, Canada Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, 

Economie conditions have forced 
Smaller plants to close or amalga- 
mate into larger units, and according? 
to Mr. Goodwillie this trend is likely 
to continue. It has been accelerated 
during the past year, he said, due to 
shortages and high prices for dry’ 
skimmilk early in 1057 and the pres? 
ent Support Board‘s Purchase Pro- 
gramme for this product. As a re 
sult an increasingly larger part of 
Ontario’s butter production is origin- 
ating in whole milk creameries. 

Mr, Goodwillie mentioned that con- 
tinuous-made butter, especially the 
unsalted type, has been well accepted 
in most markets and pointed out that 
there are now eight continuous but- 
ter making machines in Canada, locat- 
ed in Prince Edward Island, Quebec, 
Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and, 
Alberta. He suggested there may be 
others in operation by this time next 
year. 

A comparatively new dairy product, 
butter oil, is gradually becoming 
more acceptable in Canada and ac- 
cording to Mr. Goodwillie it is quite 
possible the market for this product, 
will expand in the future.

Fish and Wildlife 

Trappers in the Tweed District 
haye been handicapped lately by the 
heavy rains. Mink sets have been 
washed away and some beaver traps 
may not be recoyered now until 
Spring. 

Ten out of eleven zones in the 
Tweed District reported a low mink 
take. Howeyer, Bancroft had an ex- 
ceptionally good harvest, accounting! 
for nearly half of the total mink to 
date, 

Summary of raw fur harvested as 
31st: Beayer, 1845; 
Fisher, 16; Marten, 1; Mink, 873; 
Otter, 27. 

Only the above-mentioned pelts of 
fur bearing animals are sealéd before 
the trapper may place them on the 
market. In this way we are able to 
make an exact count of the harvest. 


To some people the deer season hag 
not yet come to a close, Deer poach- 
ers are one of the many factors in- 
volved in game management, a factor 
that is not too readily remedied. They 
are of course, in the minority of men, 
but cause far more trouble by their 
scandalous actions. They sneak the

STIRLING CENTENNIAL, 


DO YOU KNOW THAT... 


The earliest records of a Masonic 


District reveal that it was composed 


of the Counties of Hastings, Prince 
Edward, Lennox and Addington and 
Renfrew. In 1859 it was composed of 


seven lodges, one of which was Stir- 
ling, and by 1861 twelve lodges were 
carrying out their duties efficiently. 

Since its institution in 1856 Stirling 
Lodge has been represented at many 
special functions. Its members have 
proven themselyes as true builders 
for in the histories of other projects, 
we find that under the auspices of 
Stirling Masonic Lodge the corner 
stone of St. John’s Anglican Church 
was laid in 1860. A similar duty was 
performed at the Stirling Public Lib- 
rary in 1914, and again in the placing 
of the date stone at St. Paul’s United 
Church in 1953. At other times they 
have journeyed further afield.

At a special session of Village 
Council held |Saturday morning, it was 
decided that Stirling’s new fire pump- 
er and equipment would be used only 
within the Village limits, with the 
exception of calls placed through the 
co-ordinator of the Mutual Aid Fire 
Brigade Associations, and pending 
other arrangements with adjacent 
municipalities. The policy was laid 
down by Council in answer to inquir- 
ies as to what fire protection would 
be given to residents on the outskirts 
of the Village. 


While members of Council ap- 
preciate the spirit of good neighbow 
liness that prevails between the Vis- 
and adjacent municipalities a 
definite decision had to be made and 
the responsibility for any change in 
this must rest |with the adjacent 
municipalities. It would be deeply re- 
gretted if a fire were to occur beyond 
the town limits, and nb proyision 
made for fighting it. 


The insurance on the new fire 
pumper was placed with J. W. Wright 
at a premium of $112.00. 

A letter was tabled from Dr. Berry 
of the Water Resources Commission 
and the Clerk was instructed to en- 
deavour to make an appointment for 
Council to meet with Dr. Berry on 
February 10th next.

The second, 
the officer standing calmly on deck as 
the ship sunk and in a quiet yet de- 
cisive voice saying; ‘Women and 
children first.” Bach of these, signs 
of a high civilization. 

I Was greatly sorry and I usually am 
on such occasions that there can be 
only one first place, only one winner. 
Certainly, there were those whose 
matter and its presentation were in 
@very respect commendable. I trust 
they will haye another shot at it. 

Of the Titanic both heroism and 
Shame is spoken. There was the inci- 
dent of the wireless operator who, in- 
tent on duty was trying to contact the 
“Californian” and the stoker who 
stole his life belt jacket. There is the 
further conduct of the “Californian” 
which throughout the whole of the 
three fatal hours was but ten miles 
away yet did not make for the scene 
of disaster until the ‘“Carpathia”

I thank God and his 
mysterious work to have a friend like 
you who will assist me and my 
humble work. 

“Rey. Tucker who just left here by 
morning bus is an American of course, 
nevertheless he leads his daily life 
just like we do. We have very low 
standard living in Japan comparison 
with American and Canada. He eats 
the same low calory food like we do 
and sleeps not on the bed but tatami. 
We respect him. He is certainly a 
good man. 

“This facility accommodates 57 per- 
sons, 11 staffes are taking care of 
these children. How could I continue 
this kind of work without my wife’s 
faithfulness. She graduated from 
Ryujo Nursery School. Pre-Principal 
Miss Bowman visited my wife the 
other day and is now back to America 
to spend the rest of her life. She also 
remembers my work in her prayers, 
We are very much encouraged by 
those people. : 

“T have to show the Glory of God 
among people. I have to give a right 
answer to Him for I was given love 
and grace. 

“T will write you soon once again. 
Please pray for me to give me power 
and wisdom to accomplish my work.

Delivery 


During the winter months all Rural 
Mail Couriers would greatly ap- 
preciate the observance of the follow- 
ing official regulations:
